T h e C r u e l P la n t . 
A Canadian climber, the Phy sianthus 
ftlbens, has receiv ed the nam e of “ cruel 
plant” from Its 111 treatm ent of butter­ 
flies. 
It flowers in the m onth of Au­ 
gust, and the butterflies, attracted by 
the perfum e, hover around it in large 
num bers and push their trunk s into the 
corollas to sip the honey . 
A pair of 
sensitive 
vegetable pinchers 
in 
the 
heart of the flower grips the delicate 
proboscis, and in spite of struggles to 
get free the butterfly hangs suspended 
until it dies. 
A pparently the plant has 
nothing to gain by the death of the in­ 
sect, as it is not carnivorous, lik e the 
Venus fly trap. 
In fact, if the butter­ 
fly w ere allowed to come and go it 
would tend to foster the species by as­ 
sisting cross fertilization. 
It appears, 
however, that the "cruel plant” came 
originally from Brazil, where the but­ 
terflies are much stronger and extri­ 
cate their suck ers from the trap. 
We 
may add that another C anadian plant, 
the Cnicus discolor, is cburged with 
cruelty . 
The flower has a gland which 
accretes a viscous liquid capable of 
j liming insects which are fond of i t 
Moreover, they seem to l>e stupefied 
and poisoned by i t and no reason can 
as y et be assigned for the deadly con­ 
sequence.

The largest harp ever made, so fur 
as is k nown, w as that Invented and 
constructed by M. Veritan, provost of 
Burk li, near Basel.

It w as 320 feet In length and 
was erected in the garden of its invent- , 
or in 1787. 
This harp consisted of fif­ 
teen iron wires, 320 feet in length, 
stretched betw een two poles. The wires 
were from tw o to three inches apart, 
the largest being one-sixth of an inch 
in thick ness and the sm allest one- ■ 
tw elfth of an inch. 
They w ere placed 
In the direction of north and south and 
Inclined In such a m aim er as to form 
an angle of from tw enty to thirty de- » 
grees w ith the horizon, being stretched 
by means of rollers properly disposed 
for the purpose. 
W henever the w eath­ 
er changed the w ires sounded w ith 
such loudness that it was impossible to 
go on with a concert in the house. The 
sound som etim es represented the hiss­ 
ing noise of w ater in rapid ebullition, 
som etim es that of a harm onieon and 
som etim es that of distant chim es or an 
organ.

The Rev. Dr, S. S. Cry or of Jbe 
Presby terion church gave the address 
for 
the day , his theme » being “A 
Remembering and a Forgetting.” He 
selected two texts which were seem­ 
ing contradictions, y et in harmony 
when their Inner meaning is studied. 
The texts were Dent. 8:2—Thou shall 
remember all the way th at tbe Lord 
hath led thee. Phil. 3:13—Forgetting 
the things that are behind and reach­ 
ing forth to those things which are 
before. 
How can these two things be? They 
are a my stery . So is ail life, filled as 
It is with seeming 
contradictions 
Darkness is the contradiction of light; 
sorrow the contradiction of joy ; pain 
the contradiction of pleasure; sick­ 
ness the contradiction of health and 
death the contradiction of life. Yet 
these are but the warp and woof that 
time’s restless shuttle 
is weaving 
into the finished fabric of our lives. 
Happy if the design shall be a heaven­ 
ly one of the 
Heavenly 
Father’s 
choosing. 
So the past is related to the present 
and tbe future in its remembering 
and forgetting. Tbe future beckons 
us. The past instructs. The future 
opens golden fields of 
opportunity 
and reaping. Tbe past furnishes the 
wisdom by which we are to enter 
that future for largest achievements. 
Out of the hope of the future is born 
all the faith in the past and enthusi­ 
asm of the present. 
We owe much to the past. The 
entire capital stock of each individual 
as he starts into life is the Inheritance 
from the past. 
He is born into a 
world that he has had nothing to do 
in shaping and into a state of society 
tbat he has had nothing to do in 
forming. 
Behind us lies a great past, before 
us a great future. 
But we are not 
fitted to enter tbat 
future as we 
should if we steadily refuse to look 
backward and fail to consider all the 
way in which God has led this nation 
This is the purpose of all our national 
memorial day s. 
Thanksgiving day 
has direct reference to our relation­ 
ship as a nation with God. 
We owe much to the past in a ma 
terial way in the phy sical resources of 
the country . We owe to the past a 
great deal intellectually . 
In like 
manner, we owe to the past a great 
deal morally and spiritually . To for­ 
get or fail*to see and understand that 
this is a ohristlan nation because 
God’s providence overruled history to 
that end is to miss the largest mean 
ing of ouriThanksglvlng service. 
But wefshould ’not be recounting 
and considering all the dealings of 
God with us as a nation and people if 
we failed to consider the present 
We have never known such a y ear in 
material resources as the present. 
Here Dr. Cry or quoted an astonish­ 
ing array of ^figures to prove this 
claim. 
In our 
public schools and higher 
education and our public libraries we 
have m uch| to be tbaDklul intellect­ 
ually considered. 
Considered morally , the present has 
produced .two expressions, civic con­ 
science and civiol righteousness which 
mark reforms.OThere are also men 
who are exerting a strong moral in­ 
fluence and the speaker in illustration 
of this point quoted from a letter writ­ 
ten by GovernorgFolk of Missouri to 
those protesting against the enforce­ 
ment of Sunday -closing law. In the 
letter GovernorJFolk say s: 
“ As governor I must either stand 
for the law or against the law; I must 
either observe the oath I have taken 
or break it. 
“And I say ito y ou, as long as I am 
governor I lam going to do my best to 
uphold theilawiand to keep my official 
oath tin violate.

D e la w a re '* H undreds. 
In th e day s wh en th e Saxons domi­ 
nated England prior to th e coming of 
William of Normandy th e people were 
formed into divisions of h undreds. 
Th is was done mainly for military pur­ 
poses and th e convenience of assembly 
upon th e summons of th e powerful 
earls and barons to wh om th e people 
owed allegiance. Th ese h undreds usu­ 
ally consisted of ten families, each 
family being computed at a minimum 
of ten persons. In time th e families In­ 
creased in membersh ip, but did not 
lose th eir individual identity or ch ange 
th e designation of organization. 
In 
th e natural order of events th ese h un­ 
dreds expanded into communities and 
ultimately into geograph ical divisions 
and took on geograph ical designa­ 
tions. 
Some of th e American colo­ 
nists adopted th is form of geograph ical 
division, and th us we still h ave h un­ 
dreds in Delaware aud Virginia, al­ 
th ough in th e latter state th at form of 
designation is but seldom used. But in 
Delaware h undred is universally used 
to describe th e divisions of a county 
and is equivalent to th e townsh ip in 
oth er states.

springs, where lie had been for some 
tim e taking the cure under the care of 
doctors. 
He still remains under the 
doctors’ treatment, pending their de­ 
termination as to whether it will he 
necessary for him to resume the cure 
at the springs. 


H e Is Not H illin g H im self. 
When seen by the corresjiondent 
Hamilton was with one of his inti­ 
mate friends who is familiar with his 
affairs, and who explained some de­ 
tails w'hich Hamilton did not wish to 
be publicly 
discussed at 
this time. 
Hamilton did not seek to av oid the 
meeting. 
On the contrary he said he 
had not the slightest desire to conceal 
his whereabouts, although owing to his 
continued ill health and the attention 
required in making up his answer to 
the Armstrong committee he did not 
desire to see v isitors. 
Answering the 
correspondent’s 
request for a state­ 
ment concerning his answer to the com­ 
m ittee’s 
requests 
Hamilton dictated 
the following textual reply: 


1« P rep arin g a R eply. 
“ I am preparing a reply to the re­ 
quests of the committee which will 
be sent when completed to President 
McCall, of the New York Life Insur­ 
ance company.” 
Hamilton said this 
was the only 
formal 
statement he 
would nowr make, but continuing his 
informal talk he pointed out that it 
would lie manifestly improper to dis­ 
close or discuss the nature of his re­ 
ply before it had been submitted to 
the committee. 
Moreov er, he v ras now' 
encaged in framing his reply, so that 
his work w’ms not yet completed. “ You 
can say, howev er,” Hamilton added, 
“ that my answer will 
be complete. 
You can also say that President Mc­ 
Call undohtedl.v will submit my reply 
to the committee.” 
No C harge« A gain st H im . 
The correspondent 
suggested that 
Hamilton might without entering upon 
details of his reply giv e his personal 
v iews upon the charges put forward 
In New York. Hamilton’s friend •'here­ 
upon 
replied: 
“ But 
there 
are 
no 
charges. 
During the course of the leg­ 
islativ e inquiry certain statem ents hav e 
been made relativ e to J udge Hamil­ 
ton’s relations with the subject but 
no charges hav e been formulated, and 
he is now engaged to the best of his 
ability in answering 
the statements 
made from time to time concerning 
him.” 


H is H ealth o f M ost Im portance. 
When Hamilton was asked wffiether 
he would return to New York ue said 
it would depend entirely on the deter­ 
mination of the doctors. The friend of 
Hamilton added: “ J udge Hamilton has 
been asked to take a prolonged cure 
at the springs. 
His illness rs 
now 
manifesting itself In a cutaneous af­ 
fection 
of 
the 
hips 
and 
shoulder. 
Should the doctors decide that his re­ 
turn to the springs is imperativ e J udge 
Hamilton will probably hav e to com­ 
ply, as sav ing his health is far more 
important to him than this insurance 
controv ersy.”

A Russian correspondent w'as talk­ 
ing about Siberia. 
"In that strftnge land,” he said, “ the 
strangest thing is the suicidal tend­ 
ency of the Chukchees. 
Among the 
Chukchee« , actually, suicide is one of 
tin* most common forms of death. 
"The Chukchees liv e in northeastern 
Siberia. 
They are small and copper 
colored. They dress In skins and ride 
reindeer. Tallow and raw kidney are 
their chief delicacies. 
In ev ery Chuk­ 
chee house hangs a death coat. 
“ A Chukchee doesn’t kill himself by 
his own hand. H e appoints his nearest 
relativ es—bis wife, son or daughter—to 
do the deed. And the delegate nev er 
rebels, nev er declines this sad and hor­ 
rible task. 
“ Innumerable ure the causes of sui­ 
cide—jealousy, unrequited lov e, an in­ 
curable disease, melancholy, pov erty, 
and so on. 
“ I knew* a man who was prosperous 
and apparently happy. Suddenly a de­ 
sire for death seized him. 
‘In three 
mo.ms,’ he said, ‘I will go home to my 
fathers.’ And he calmly settled his af­ 
fairs and at the appointed time bade 
bis w ife to knot a cord about his throat 
and his tw o sons to pull upon the cord 
till he should be strangled. He died, 
they told me,'joking. 
“ The death coat w'hich hangs in ev ­ 
ery Chukchee house has n hood. It is 
for use in suicide. The hood hides the 
fucial contortions of the dying. 
“ There are Chukchee fam ilies where­ 
in suicide 
hereditary, wherein It is a 
point of honor for the sons to kill them­ 
selv es, a natural death being regarded 
in such families as disgraceful and 
scandalous, a sign of the most unpar­ 
donable cowardice. 
“ The Chukchees, despite their sui­ 
cidal 
tendency, 
are 
a 
happy 
and 
healthy people, moral, truthful, brav e 
and temperate.” —S t Louis Globe-Dem­ 
ocrat.
